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THE GERMANS HAVE A SAYING FOR GUYS LIKE RUPERT FRIEND. TECH- 

nically, “Das war eine schwere geburt” means “a difficult birth,” but 
it’s also muttered when someone is being a pain in the neck. In this 
case, we are talking about the British actor — ^who, just before his EW 
interview, has vanished somewhere in Berlin. 

Production on the fifth season of Homeland is already well under 
way in the German capital, but Friend, who plays enigmatic CIA 
henchman Peter Quinn, doesn’t want to surface for any reason other 
than work. That includes meeting with a visiting U.S. journalist. 

Eventually, Friend agrees to a brief chat — but only just before his 
lo p.m. call time and while he’s in the makeup chair. (Scheisse.) “If I’m 
off. I’m off,” he says byway of explanation. 

Maybe it’s a Method thing. After briefly locking lips with commit- 
ment-phobe Carrie Mathison (Claire Danes) last season, Quinn 
made himself scarce in the finale by fleeing on a secret mission to 
Syria. But if you recall, no one got a 
happy ending in those final epi- 
sodes: A terrorist gunned down 
scores of Americans at the U.S. 
embassy in Pakistan in an effort to 
obtain a top secret list of under- 
cover operatives; Saul Berenson 
(Mandy Patinkin) made a deal with 
the devil (or in this case, CIA black- 
ops director Dar Adal, played by 
F. Murray Abraham) to reassume his 
old role as CIA director; and Carrie 
ended up walking away from the 


job she loved. “She realized the war was really chaotic 
and kind of futile, and there was no way of making sense 
of the human cost,” Danes explains. 

But something good did come from all the despair: 
After getting snubbed at last year’s Emmys for its cre- 
atively uneven third season. Homeland is back on track 
with its fourth nom in the Outstanding Drama category 
and two-time winner Danes up for another Lead Actress 
statue come Sept. 20. ‘We wanted to get back in the con- 
versation,” says executive producer Alex Gansa of writing 
a post-Brody Homeland. ‘We knew we had an opportunity 
to do it because we were resetting the show. We wanted 
to reinvent it in the way The Wire reinvented itself every 
season and became a different story. It put a nice big puff 
of fresh air in our sails this season.” 

Filming in Berlin represents an exciting shift for the 
series. Not only is Homeland (surprisingly) the first Amer- 
ican TV series ever to film there, it also marks the only 
time in the drama’s four-year history that its location is 
authentic. “It’s quite refreshing,” says Friend. “We shot 
Pakistan, Islamabad, and Kabul in South Africa. I still 
have people who genuinely don’t believe that we weren’t 
in Pakistan. But now we can look wherever we want, and 
it’s actually Berlin.” 

It also offers lots of fresh story ideas. During the pro- 
ducers’ annual trip to Washington, D.G., to meet with 
current and former intelligence officers, it was stressed 
that if they wanted the show to stay relevant, they should

look toward Germany with its strict privacy laws. “All the 
Snowdenistas are there. There’s a WikiLeaks presence 
there. Everybody congregates in Berlin and Germany 
because the privacy laws are way stricter than they are in 
the United States,” says Gansa. “It’s tough to spy on peo- 
ple in Germany. There’s also the fact that Russia is right 
next door and everybody talks about how dangerous 
Putin is right now. And, of course, the Islamic State is 
recruiting fighters from all those areas.” 

The action this season picks up two years after the 
embassy disaster in Islamabad, with Garrie having exiled 
herself and daughter Frannie to Berlin. She found an 
attractive attorney to date (Inglourious Basterds’ Alexan- 
der Fehling), and has a lofty job as a head of security for 
billionaire philanthropist Otto During (Sebastian Koch). 
“Garrie is in a very different place. She is really happy,” 
explains Danes. “She’s very connected to her daughter, in 
a really stable and balanced relationship with a German 
lawyer, and in a very grounded place for about five min- 
utes and then... Yeah, it just all goes to hell.” 

Gonfiict arises when one of During’s WikiLeaks-like 
companies acquires hacked data proving that the GIA is 
spying in Germany. That brings Saul to Berlin, and 
together with GIA station chief Allison Garr (Miranda 
Otto), he tries to make nice with the German govern- 
ment. Negotiating a new peace accord with Garrie, 
however, seems to be an impossible mission. “Saul and I 
are pretty estranged at the end of last season,” says 
Danes. “I’m in a very awkward position, because at the 
During Foundation there are a lot of very progressive, 
very liberal thinkers, and they are incredibly suspicious of 
the GIA. I’m flagged, even though I’ve left that world. And 
the GIA sees me as someone who’s betrayed, abandoned, 
and rejected them. So I’m criticized from both sectors.” 

Quinn also reemerges from oblivion to embark on one 
of those mystery missions in the country. Something hap- 
pens that puts Quinn in the position to once again protect 
Garrie, but Danes is loath to suggest a romance may be 
rekindled along the Potsdamer Platz. “They are very close 
and so similar. They are real iconoclasts and outliers,” 
says Danes. “There are a lot of different kinds of romance, 
but I don’t think theirs would ever translate into a lasting, 
monogamous, happy relationship. But they are always 
shooting each other and saving each other!” 

Friend has even less encouraging words for fans who 
believe the duo should be together. “He was resolute in 
closing that chapter of his life and taking solace in the thing 
that he takes solace in when he doesn’t understand any- 
thing else — which is his work,” Friend says. “We all know 
people like that, who retreat into their work.” With that, it’s 
time for Friend to do the same. Quinn needs to get to set. 
He, once again, seems eager to disappear, -lynette rice

A CROWD HAS GATHERED IN FRONT OF THE 

New York Public Library, stopping foot traf- 
fic on Fifth Avenue, to snap photos of a 
stunning dark-haired woman who just 
stepped outside.

On this Sunday morning, scores of Chopra’s 
loyal fans have tracked her whereabouts and 
come out in droves to catch her filming a 
reshoot, hoping for an autograph. “I’ll come 
back, okay?” she tells a fan asking for a selfie. 
“If I do this with you guys. I’ll get in trouble.” 
Considering this is her first time as the lead 
on a fast-paced action series, the last thing 
she wants is trouble. “It always makes me 
nervous when I try something that I haven’t 
done before, so I’m a wreck, honestly,” Chopra 
admits. “I just want to sleep for days when it 
premieres. I want to shut my door, get under

“We’re designing it so the 
audience will have more information than the characters will,” Safran explains. 
“Everything’s connected, and nothing is extraneous, and everything is a clue.” 
Even the academy’s heads, Miranda (Aunjanue Ellis) and Liam (Josh Hopkins), 
have possible targets on their backs. Ellis jokingly suggests viewers take 
notes as they watch. “Make a chart,” she says. “Every week, write down who 
you think is guilty, who you think is not guilty. People’s loyalties are going 
to change from week to week.” 

Quantico didn’t start out so complex. Safran had initially wanted to do a 
straightforward action show, for a change of pace from the string of soapy dramas 
he had been making, like Smash and Gossip Girl. “I said to myself. What can I do 
that stretches me a little bit? What else do I love?”’ he recalls. “I love musicals, I 
love period pieces, I love soaps, and I love action movies. So I was like, ‘Okay, I’ll 
do action.’” But over time the soapy drama trickled back in, along with some of 
his personal history: Safran had a relative who may have been involved in the CIA, 
and as he began to write, he wove his own questions about that person into Alex, 
whose complex family history also haunts her throughout the series. He later 
rewrote the role with Chopra in mind after the actress, who had a talent holding 
deal in 2014 with ABC, auditioned. Alex became a character with an international 
background who spent time living in Mumbai, among other places. The actress

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understands what her easting means for TV diversity. “I see this as an opportu- 
nity,” Chopra says matter-of-faetly. ‘When I grew up, I never saw anyone looking 
like me on [Ameriean] TV. Fm so glad to see a lot more of us on television, 
whether it’s Mindy Kaling or it’s Irrfan Khan or Freida Pinto.” 

But ABC isn’t just banking on the series’ intrieate premise or Chopra’s star 
wattage to attraet viewers. The thriller is both knotty and naughty — one of the 
first seenes shows Alex having hot ear sex with a stranger mere hours after meet- 
ing him. From the time-hopping mystery to the multiethnie ensemble, it’s a 
formula that’s worked for the network before, with How to Get Away With Murder. 
“The show is as mueh a sexy romanee as it is a politieal thriller,” Safran explains. 
“It’s like, what would Die Hard be if Die Hard was weekly and was also a soap?” 
Alex and the trainees won’t be hunting terrorists in Nakatomi Plaza — they’re the 
ones aeeused of being terrorists, remember? — but Safran promises the body 
eount will be just as staggering. “Oh, they all know they ean die at any time,” 
Safran says. (He’s not kidding: One reeruit eats it by the end of the pilot.) 

Yet, like the viewers, the east is in the dark about their fates. On a Monday 
afternoon in Montreal’s national library, whieh has been dressed to look like an 
aeademy elassroom, they’re restless as they prepare to film. Rogers walks over to 
Safran and pointedly asks where his eharaeter heads in the season. Safran just 
laughs. He knows the terrorist’s identity — he knew it when he pitehed the 
show — and says the reveal will likely happen before the season eoneludes. And 
if the series sueeeeds, Safran has more twisty plots up his sleeve for FBI trainees 
to taekle. “I see several years of it, where we’re eonstantly bringing in new peo- 
ple, new reeruits,” he says. “It’s important to me that the series every year has a 
new event. It’s like, if this is Die Hard, season 2 is Die Harder.” Look out, Bruee 
Willis: Priyanka Chopra eould steal your terrorist-hunting, aetion-hero erown. 

If she survives the season, that is. After shooting a brutal fight seene the 
night before, the aetress has been limping her way aeross the Montreal set 
while the rest of the east rush to their plaees. “Fm so sore right now,” Chopra 
says. “Fm walking like a 90-year-old.” She laughs. “Way to go, being an aetion 
star!” Hey, even aetion stars need training. -SHIRLEY LI

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Priyanka Chopra's 
career may be just 
heating up Stateside, 
but in her native 
India her stardom is 
something akin to 
Angelina Jolie's— 
she's one of the 
country's highest- 
profile (and highest- 
paid) actresses and 
has won a National 
Film Award, the equiv- 
alent of an Oscar, for 
Best Actress. But 
being a megastar was 
never part of her 
plan— it wasn't until 
she won the Miss 
World competition at 
age 18 that she even 
thought about acting. 
"I wanted to be an 
engineer," Chopra, 33, 
says.

races." But the offers 
came pouring in, and 
it turned out she was a 
natural. Chopra's since 
starred in more than 
40 Bollywood films, 
hosted the Indian ver- 
sion of Fear Factor, 
and released several 
hit singles. Nabbing 
the role of FBI trainee- 
turned-possible 
terrorist Alex Parrish 
on Quantico means 
she'll be the first 
Bollywood actress to 
star on American tele- 
vision, but Chopra's 
not concerned about 
becoming a house- 
hold name yet— she 
just wants a challeng- 
ing part. "I never 
thought of my roles as 
a step to anywhere," 
she says. "It's not about 
furthering my career— 
it's a way of life."

And that’s the whole point of the show. “It’s Fred 
Astaire and Ginger Rogers,” executive producer Greg 
Berlanti has often said. Because Rogers had to do every 
dance move Astaire performed, “but backwards and in 
heels.” Which is exactly how the superproducer, also 
responsible for The Flash and Arrow, pitched the show 
to GBS last year. 

The biggest challenge was finding an actress who 
could pull off playing Kara Zor-El (a.k.a. Supergirl). 
Benoist was the first out of thousands that producers 
considered — ^just like Stephen Amell was the first to 
audition for Arrow, and Grant Gustin was first in line 
for Flash. But Benoist’s placement was no accident. 
Gasting director David Rapaport “made sure [producers] 
saw Melissa first,” exec producer Sarah Schechter 
reveals. “He knew how superstitious Greg and [exec 
producer Andrew Kreisberg] were, and he used that.” 

There was a good reason Rapaport pushed for 
Benoist. She brought a joyful optimism to her audition 
that influenced the pilot script even while it was still 
being written. Yet it took months to get everybody, 
including GBS, to agree. “I definitely had a moment 
where I couldn’t understand why I [hadn’t gotten it],” 
Benoist recalls. “Some people were hesitant because I 
hadn’t had much experience.” 

Another concern was the producers’ Annie Hall-ish 
rom-com conception of Kara, which veered from most 
tights-wearing crime-fighters and from Supergirl’s 
flying-cheerleader look in the comics. “Everyone just 
wanted to be sure,” Berlanti says. “They knew that this 
was the most important decision that we would make. 
They have pictures in the comics of a massive mane of 
blond hair, and an emphasis on her chest or legs.” 

Other casting moves included tapping True Blood’s 
Mehcad Brooks (tall, ripped, African-American) as

launched a TV show about a female superhero based on a comic- 
book character. You have to go all the way back to 1975’s Wonder 
Woman to find a costumed lead heroine — Lynda Garter, in her 
gold-lassoed, star-spangled short-shorts glory. That’s why GBS’ 
upcoming Supergirl is a series that’s equal parts revolutionary and 
way, way overdue. 

And the fate of the series all depends on a 26-year-old from 
Golorado in her first lead role: former Glee actress Melissa Benoist, 
whose days and nights are crammed with learning to perform one 
superpowered feat after another. Like during EW’s visit to the L.A. 
set when Benoist had her first Kryptonian quick change. Remember 
how Ghristopher Reeve’s hunky dork Glark Kent whipped off his 
glasses while rushing to transform into Superman? It’s kind of like 
that, only with a feminine twist — the glasses come off, then she 
releases her pinned-up hair with a freeing toss, like a shampoo ad. 
(But not too much like a shampoo ad — that would be the silly come- 
hither version that Benoist jokingly performs between takes.) 

Oh, and no pressure — she’s told production is running behind 
and she only has “one shot” to do this. In response, Benoist starts 
rapping Eminem: “You better never let it go! You only get one shot, 
do not miss your chance to blow...” 

She doesn’t finish, but the rest of the lyric hangs in the air anyway: 
This opportunity eomes onee in a lifetime... 

“Action!” Benoist strides through a chaotic horde of extras, flicks 
off her specs, pulls the hairpin, and her locks... don’t... quite... unfurl 
in time. 

So? Girl’s got thick hair, okay? Her cousin Superman never had to 
deal with this. 
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Superman’s buddy Jimmy Olsen, typieally a redheaded geek. “Fm 
like, ‘Wait — the Jimmy Olsen?’” Brooks says about being approaehed 
for the part. “Fve gone out for things where people talk about 
‘eolor-blind easting’ before, but normally it doesn’t go your way.” 
After getting the good news, “I sereamed like there was a fire.” For the 
role of Kara’s demanding boss, media magnate Gat Grant, Berlanti 
swayed Galista Floekhart to eome baek to broadeast TV, where she 
last worked on his ABG show Brothers & Sisters. ‘T don’t know that Fve 
ever begged as hard as that,” Berlanti says of signing Floekhart. 

With the east in plaee, the next hurdle was seripting the ambitious 
pilot, in whieh Kara juggles a regular, bill-paying job as a personal 
assistant in National Gity with her love life, all the while seeretly 
moonlighting as a freelanee hero eapturing alien bad guys. (Kara’s 
famous eousin. Superman, remains off sereen in Metropolis.) The 
pilot, reported to eost $14 million and stuffed to the gills with speeial 
effeets, took more than a month 
to film. “It sometimes turned a 
little tedious for us, like, ‘Take 
40!’” says Jeremy Jordan, who 
plays Kara’s friend-zoned eon- 
fidant Winslow. “We were like, 

‘Am I that bad of an aetor?’ But 
they wanted to get a buneh of 
options so they eould find the 
right tone.” 

GBS tested the result with a 
foeus group where produeers 
had a partieularly seary moment 
during a seene in whieh a villain 


beats up Supergirl. The foeus group did not like that at 
all. “The first time a man punehes a woman, everyone 
went, ‘Oh my God’ — so that was trieky,” says show- 
runner Ali Adler. But as Supergirl reeovered and tri- 
umphed, the dials turned positive again. “She has the 
exaet same powers as Superman, so I think we just 
needed to show the audienee that,” Adler says. 

Publie response to that first episode — whieh leaked 
online baek in May — has been overwhelmingly positive. 
Now eomes the rest of the hard part: erafting all the 
episodes to eome this season, whieh Benoist teases is a 
“roller-eoaster erash test of what it takes to be a hero” as 
her eharaeter taekles Phantom Zone fugitives while 
solidifying her team of helpers. 

Whieh brings us baek to the Supergirl herself, 
eurrently working until 2:30 a.m. and eheerfully holding 
a plank for long stretehes while hanging on “flying” 
wires and wearing an uneomfortable eorset under an 
equally uneomfortable musele-padded suit. “Kara is so 
optimistie, and so positive, and just full of hope all the 
time,” Benoist says. “My tendeney ean sometimes be 
‘Oh, man, if I were in this situation. I’d feel hopeless.’ 
But she never feels that. There’s never really a horribly 
dark moment in Supergirl’s life.” Yet for exeeutives 
watehing her every move, Benoist is the one element — 
the most important one — they’re not worried about. 
“She is going to ehange the way girls feel about them- 
selves with her energy and her light,” Adler deelares. 
“It’s erazy. She’s going to fly.” —JAMES HIBBERD

of Fargo’s second season, she’s been doing take after take of a critical 
scene from the show’s premiere episode. 

In the scene, Dunst’s small-town beautician character, Peggy, is in 
a garage, fighting with her butcher husband, Ed (Jesse Plemons). 
Peggy has struck a mobster with her car, and she’s now begging Ed to 
help cover up the accident. Everywhere you look in the garage there’s 
another prop loaded with foreboding dark humor: An assortment of 
saw blades is mounted teasingly on the wall; Peggy’s car is a Gorvair 
(the model Ralph Nader famously declared “unsafe at any speed”); a 
dangling tennis ball on a string meant to assist ^th parking lines up 
exactly with a gory hole in the Gorvair’s windshield. 

“If this comes out, all the things you want^that we want — it’s 
over!” Peggy desperately pleads to Ed. “No shop. No kids. No family.” 

The scene will eventually set a record for the most number of takes 
this season, and that’s not even counting the first time it was shot 
weeks ago. Unsatisfied with his earlier version, showrunner Noah Haw- 
ley rewrote the confrontation, and now Dunst is struggling to convey 
Hawley’s newly tweaked mix of desperation, panic, and empathy, with 
a dash of threatening guile. A visiting EX executive leans over to ask 
Hawley: ‘Why did you have to write such complicated emotions?” 

Dunst eventually nails it. “That was hard,” she says afterward. 
“That scene sets up the entire season, and we did it totally different 
than last time.” 

For Hawley, the effort was worth it. Fargo is |doing a total creative 
reboot after a critically acclaimed breakout season. There’s a new cast, 
a new plot, and a new setting — South 
Dakota and Minnesota in 1979, 
where two crime organizations are at 
war, with the local police and Peggy 
and Ed caught in the middle. Hawley 
feels that every scene must achieve a 
level of perfection to avoid the fate of 
that other adored-in-its-first-season 
crime anthology. True Detective, if he 
has any hope of pulling off his same 
Emmy-winning trick twice. 

“With TV you usually do the best 
you can in the time slotted. But I 
believe we’re making a movie, and

it needs to be perfect,” says Hawley, who confesses to 
researching how many days HBO gave Nic Pizzolatto 
to make the first season of True Detective (100 for eight 
episodes compared with EX giving him 83 days to make 
10 of Fargo). ‘We just don’t have HBO’s money. We gotta 
run harder and faster.” 

Dunst was the first casting decision for Fargo’s second 
round, and Hawley helped reaffirm her choice with an 
email sent the night before she started filming. “It made 
me cry it was so thoughtful,” Dunst recalls. “He so elo- 
quently put Peggy’s journey into words.” 

Plemons was the second, though he says he was initially 
uncertain about taking it due to his role’s unflattering cast- 
ing description of a “cow of a man.” But Hawley swayed the 
Breaking Bad actor. “Ed’s not slow,” Plemons recalls Haw- 
ley explaining. “He just sees the world in a simple way.” 

If you’re getting the sense that wooing stars is one of 
Hawley’s talents, you’re right. He’s got Ted Danson play- 
ing a sheriff. Jean Smart is a local crime-family matriarch. 
Brad Garrett is a corporate Mob thug. Patrick Wilson is 
state cop Lou Solverson (a role originated by Keith 
Garradine in the first season), and Nick Offerman plays a 
boozy lawyer. Many of these names (like Keegan-Michael 
Key and Jordan Peele last season) are best known for 
being funny, as Hawley likes giving comedic actors a shot 
at being on his high-stakes drama, a strategy that has 
big-name actors lining up for minor roles, like former 
Everybody Loves Raymond star Garrett. 

“I’ve never played a character like this. I gotta bring 
my A game,” Garrett says between takes of a scene where

his character, Bulo, gives a slide-show presentation on his Mob 
syndicate’s plan to conquer the Midwestern crime scene. “It’s inter- 
esting to play humor with a guy who isn’t trying to be funny. He’s 
funny despite himself.” 

As for Smart, Hawley sent the former Designing Women star photos 
from a book of bleak Andrew Wyeth paintings to suggest the essence 
of her character’s family. Still, Smart was shocked after her first 
makeup session, which deliberately made her look older. 

“The first day they cut and dyed and styled my hair, I burst into 
tears,” Smart says. “But after lo minutes, I was fine and I loved it. That 
it’s not a glamour role is incredibly liberating. This must be what it’s 
like to be a [male actor], where you’re just thinking about your char- 
acter and the scene. You don’t have to care about looking skinny.” 

Meanwhile, Ted Danson sports a new look as well, with a bushy, 
snow-white beard. 

Danson confesses that the prospect of learning a Minnesota 
accent for his “cowboy poet” sheriff “scared the hell” out of him, so 
he started elongating his vowels and inflecting upward as soon as he 
landed the role, practicing every morning before arriving on set. 
“This is the closest I’ll ever get to being in a musical,” he says. And 




as Danson’s partner in crime solving, Wilson has to both 
rock polyester maroon pants and make this season’s 
version of Solverson his own — complete with that 
tricky Minnesota accent that Garradine skipped. “There 
are a lot of years between the two [versions],” Wilson 
figures, explaining the vocal difference. “He’s at a differ- 
ent place in his life. Maybe Lou left and went to Southern 
California for a while?” 

In addition to the obvious creative overhaul, Hawley 
is shaking up the show in other, more subtle ways. “You 
can’t do the same gimmicks again,” he says. “You need 
all new gimmicks.” Gone are the thematic parables and 
anecdotes peppered throughout the first year. Instead, 
expect the use of ’yos-style split-screen storytelling. 
“We’re tracking so many characters, and we have so 
many threats coming from so many angles, you want to 
keep pressure on the audience,” Hawley explains. 
And then there’s that left-field cameo by a campaigning 
Ronald Reagan, played by Bruce Campbell. Hawley 
chose Campbell because he thought the Evil Dead star 
could reflect the Gipper’s post-matinee-idol charisma. 

All this will lead up to that mysterious crime refer- 
enced in Fargo’s first season, the legendary “massacre of 
Sioux Falls.” We get the sense Fargo is going to fully 
deliver on that event. “There is stuff that happens this 
season that’s astounding,” says Danson, sounding a bit 
like he’s giving a warning. “Very far-out. Yet it’s earned. 
And that [Hawley] gets away with it makes him such a 
great writer.” 

Even Fargo’s iconic snowy backdrop will evolve, 
though that wasn’t entirely part of the plan — Calgary 
simply had an unusually mild winter. But, of course, 
during a visit to the set to interview Danson and Wilson, 
who were shooting a scene at a cabin in the woods, the 
snow started coming down rather heavily, and the scene 
had to be postponed. For fans of Fargo-iena irony, the 
reason is all too perfect: too much snow! Hawley sees 
some upside to nature not cooperating — season 2 will 
have a different look for a different story. But will fans 
love the finished product as much as the first? For 
Hawley, every season must be better than the last just to 
be considered equally compelling. 

“It’s getting harder and harder to make something 
timeless,” Hawley says. “There’s so much now, and it’s 
thrown at you so fast. Everyone has The Godfather or 
Citizen Kane at the top of their lists of best movies. But if 
they were made today, would they still be on the list? 
Those movies became iconic because they stood alone. 
Now you sit in Transformers 5 and you’re seeing things 
the human eye has never seen and yet you’re bored. My 
goal is to do something.. .more.” But with much less 
snow. -JAMES HIBBERD

You grew up in South Africa during 
apartheid as the son of a black mother 
and a white father. What was the 
stand-up-comedy scene like for you? 

I read that comedy in South Africa is 
way more confrontational than it is 
in America, especially when it comes 
to talking about race. 

Yes. We've had democracy for 20 years. 
That's not a long time. All the comedians 
had an explosion of free speech, so people 
wanted to talk about race and politics in a 
world where we were never allowed to 


speak about that. I was always fascinated 
when I would watch comics from America 
and a guy would be complaining about 
how a bottle of milk opens. It was like. 
Wow! I want to get to a place where the 
biggest problem in my life is the fact that 
the milk doesn't open the way that I want it 
to! That's a great life! 

When Comedy Central announced you 
as The Daily Show's next host, some 
people complained that your early 
tweets were sexist or racist. Do you think 
we're too eager to police comedy in this 
country? 

Definitely. I understand where it comes 
from. But people would say, "Are you going 
to change?" And I'd say, "You went back 
three years to find the tweets! If I haven't 
repeated those things, haven't I changed?" 
If you look back three years and you're not 
disappointed in who you were then, you're 
not progressing. But we live in a world of 
faux outrage. 

When Jon Stewart started at The Daily 
Show, he targeted Fox News and right- 
wing talking points. How would you 
describe the political culture that you'll 
be focusing on? 

We're coming to the end of a racial honey- 
moon. When Obama came into power, 
people went, "Maybe there is hope!" The 
same thing happened in South Africa. We

his real life 



got our first black president, and it was like. 
Yeah! But then you realize that it's easier to 
vote a black man into power than it is to 
give all minorities the freedom they 
deserve. It's a very tough realization when 
you're like, that was just the first step. Right 
now America's dealing with a lot of pent-up 
frustration and pain. 

Jon Stewart mostly covered cable news, 
but you've said you'll cover BuzzFeed 
and Gawker, too. Does that mean you'll 
critique media more generally, not just 
political coverage? 

Politics, media, anything. Like I'm always 
amused by Vice. Sometimes it's less about 
the news and more about "Look, we found 
2-year-old babies that smoke!" Stuff like that 
is easy to satirize, because that's really the 
role of The Daily Show, to sift through what 
should be news and what shouldn't. 

The Daily Show has always been fairly 
left-of -center politically. Which way do 
you lean? Far left? More to the center? 

I never grew up with those terms. We don't 
have "progressive" and "conservative" [in 
South Africa]. Even the word conservative is 
strange to me, because it implies that you're 
against progress. So, Cecil the lion— when I 
look at that story. I'm not going, "What is the 
left's angle? What is the right's?" I'm going, 
"What is the truth in this thing?" People hunt 
for sport all the time. We're gonna make it 
seem like we've never walked past a bar 
that's got buffalo heads in it? Then you real- 
ize, well, maybe it's people finding an outlet 
for rage about police brutality. It's like. This 
poor lion did nothing! You just went out of 
your way to kill that lion! It's like the universe 
gave us a metaphor. 

When people analyze your time at The 
Daily Show, as they've been analyzing 
Stewart's, what do you hope they'll say? 
Most important, I would love for them to say, 
"Who would've thought that after all this 
time, that show's still funny?" Then, if people 
can say, "We thought of things differently 
because of him" or "We had conversations 
we never would've had because of him." I 
want people to say, "He made a positive 
change in the world." 

That's interesting, because I think there's 
an overemphasis on positivity in late- 
night right now. Jimmy Fallon is so likable, 
but he doesn't ask tough questions. When 
late-night hosts come from overseas, their 
tone often changes. James Corden was 
very sarcastic when he was in the U.K., 
and now he's very upbeat.

WHEN NEIL PATRICK HARRIS TELLS YOU HE HAS TO "GO TO VEGAS TO 

work on some weird stuff,” it sounds like he’s ehanneling Barney 
Stinson, his bro-tastie eharaeter on How I Met Your Mother. Instead, 
he’s prepping for his next big TV projeet, an eight-episode live variety 
show that will eonsist of hidden-eamera pranks, eelebrities, eompeti- 
tions, musieal performanees, and yes, plenty of “weird stuff” 

“We’re in stealth mode right now,” Harris says of the seereey 
surrounding the show, whieh is based on a popular U.K. series ealled 
Ant 8 i Dee’s Saturday Night Takeaway. Instead of foeusing on NPH’s 
singing, daneing, and magie triekabilities, whieh we’ve already seen 
him do while hosting the Tonys and Osears, Best Time Ever is meant for 
people who wateh their TV as GIFs and day-after YouTube elips. As in, 
hilarious short segments that will be a total surprise for both viewers 
at home and in the live studio audienee (some of whom will have 
unwittingly partieipated in hidden-eamera pranks weeks before). “It’s 
a well-thought-out soeial gathering,” Harris says. “It’s ‘Oh, I have to go 
to that party beeause all kinds of erazy stuff has been planned.’ It’s not 
the party where you think, ‘Hmm, what game should we play?’ ” 
Despite the seereey, he’s allowed EW to tag along as he rehearses 
for an installment of “The End of the Show Show,” a weekly episode- 
eapping live performanee of total randomness. On this hot morning 
in August, Harris strolls into the Manhattan training faeility for new 
members of Blue Man Group, whose nearly 25-year history has been 
dedieated to the same kind of controlled chaos he wants for his own 
show. Harris will begin the segment 
as the conductor of an orchestra, 
performing the “Sabre Dance” 
alongside some Blue Men. If he’s 
good enough, they’ll do the same bit 
live on TV. If he stinks, they’ll try for 
an easier routine.

his short learning curve. Though Harris is in the habit of 
cracking jokes within the course of conversation, there’s 
a seriousness in his approach — and that’s because he’s 
serving double duty on Best Time Ever. “I’m excited 
for these segments to be good,” he says. “I’ve got my 
executive-producer helmet on all of the time now.” As 
part of his EP responsibilities, he’s been booking plenty 
of legen — wait for it — dary celebrity guests, not the 
easiest task to complete when most of the show is being 
kept under wraps. “We’re pitching ideas for stars to be a 
part of, and their teams are saying, ‘Show us what the 
show is.’ We have to tell them we don’t have any content 
to show them because it’s live.” 

Still, he’s got lots of pull in Hollywood. He’s already 
managed to snag A-listers to act as celebrity pranksters 
and announcers for almost all eight episodes, including 
Reese Witherspoon and his HIMYM costar Gobie 
Smulders and her husband, SNL’s Taran Killam. “I was 
on the phone with [my husband] David [Burtka], and 
Jonah Hill walked by,” Harris says. “It took a lot of me to 
not rush him and ask if he would be a part of the show. I 
don’t want to be that guy, but if Jonah’s reading this right 
now, he’d make a great guest announcer.” 

Harris is hopeful that the end result will be something 
people will love — and if they do, there could be another 
run of episodes, possibly timed with the 2016 Summer 
Olympics in Rio. More than anything, he just wants Best 
Time Ever to live up to its name. “Too many people spend 
all day stressed out,” he says. “Understandably. There’s a 
lot to stress about. So I think this is a good opportunity 
for everyone to kick back and have a laugh. I hope that 
their faces hurt from smiling.” Sounds like the kind of 
party we wouldn’t want to miss.

“Stewart’s law 
practice is so different than what Dean did on the show,” says Savage. 
“It’s not To Kill a Moekingbird. It’s not even Law & Order. It’s a lot of 
establishing trusts, setting up corporations. Dean pushes us to have 
more telegenic law cases. But we’re not on TV— we’re just a law firm.”

late-night talk show, dozens of portraits and magazine 
shoots from her years in front of the camera line the 
walls. There’s Piggy evoking Mary Tyler Moore, Barbra 
Streisand, and Elizabeth Taylor. The photos span a life- 
time of styles that have made this sophisticated swine 
shine as a celebrity in her own right. “It’s a rotating 
exhibit,” Miss Piggy says. “Some pictures are on my wall, 
some are in a high-security temperature-controlled 
storage facility, and some are on tour at major museums 
throughout the world.” The rest are here on display in 
her lush new dressing room and its branching halls, and 
there’s no shortage of them. After all, she’s been doing 
this for almost 40 years. 

But for all you think you know about Miss Piggy, get 
ready to see a new side to the tempestuous diva when 
the Muppets storm back to prime time this fall after 
two decades. And the entire gang is with her — Kermit, 
Fozzie, Gonzo, Animal, Janice, and at least 50 others — 
as they’re lifting the curtain on their personal lives in a 
mockumentary-style sitcom. (Think The Office, but 
with more googly eyes.) At the heart of the series is 
Piggy’s new Kimmel-esque talk show. Up Late With Miss 
Piggy, where many of the Muppets now work. (Gonzo 
and Rizzo are writers; Fozzie’s the warm-up guy; the 
Swedish Ghef, unfortunately, is the caterer.) But 
the juiciest parts of their lives — from messy relation- 
ships to the perils of Tinder and tweeting — will be 
revealed when the gang hits Rowlf ’s Tavern after work 
and gets a little, well, fuzzy on the Muppet sauce.

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It’s all new territory for the entertainment veterans — and for their 
creators. While the Muppets first hit their prime-time stride in the 
late ’70s, there’s been a renewed appetite for the puppets-who-act- 
like-humans as of late, especially after the success of 2011’s big- 
screen venture The Muppets and its 2014 follow-up, Muppets Most 
Wanted, which together grossed just 
under a quarter of a billion dollars 
worldwide. Executive producer Bill 
Prady (The Big Bang Theory), who 
wrote for the Muppets with creator 
Jim Henson 30 years ago, first 
pitched the idea of a mockumentary 
to Disney back in 2005, but Prady 
concedes that the digital landscape 
of 2015 is a better time for the 
series. “The characters have moved 
themselves into the modem world,” 
he says. “All we’re doing is putting a 
camera on them. It’s no weirder to

see Janice and Miss Piggy take a selfie 
than to see your co-workers do it.” 

But there won’t/zist be jokes about Uber 
drivers and selfie sticks. The humor is 
decidely risque, a throwback to when the 
Muppets first appeared and were basically 
fuzzy conduits for adult satire. (One of the 
two original pilots for The Muppet Show 
in 1974 was titled “Sex and Violence.”) 
“Everyone in this version wants to push 
them further in a way they’ve never been 
pushed before,” promises exec producer 
Bob Kushell. Some of the more grown-up 
situations they’ll face? Fozzie Bear dealing 
with Muppet-wide criticism for embarking 
on an interspecies relationship with his 
new human girlfriend (Riki Lindhome); 
Rizzo and Pepe stepping in to help Gonzo 
as he suffers the insecurities of online 
dating; Piggy and Kermit facing the TMZ 
gauntlet after their nasty breakup. Though 
it sounds more Sex and the City than Sesame 
Street, parents are encouraged to watch 
with their kids...but the little ones may not 
understand what Kermit means when he 
tells the camera that the band is “always 
happy — legally now.” 

In fact, staying tme to the Muppets of 
yore is always on the producers’ minds. 
“We’re very conscientious about their 
past, so any big moves are looked at with 
a very specific eye as to how much we’re 
going to uproot what we know of these 
characters,” explains Kushell. (A “big move,” for 
instance, means reexamining how Kermit and Fozzie 
first met, which was established in 1979’s benchmark The 
Muppet Movie.) And as with the original ’70s variety 
show, celebrity cameos and musical guests will abound. 
(Already confirmed are Reese Witherspoon and Liam 
Hemsworth.) Also remaining the same: Piggy’s notorious 
tantrums, which now require a threat-level system in the 
office. Today, for instance, she’s already exercised her 
wrath on Tom Bergeron. 

Now she’s walking with Kermit across the Up Late 
stage, stopping to welcome Imagine Dragons to her 
show. “If you need anything, just ask,” she tells the band, 
adding, “Someone else, not me.” But she sputters 
abruptly, then asks for a retake. It’s not because she’s out 
of practice or racked with nerves about the Muppets’ big 
return to prime time. Instead, she faces a production 
problem that no celebrity diva would ever allow to go to 
tape: Hair got caught in her snout. -MARC SNETIKER

Cooper, which was itself based on the 2001 
novel The Dark Fields by Alan Glynn, the series 
picks up soon after the film’s events ended, 
with Cooper’s washed-up-writer character, 
Eddie Mora, having figured out a way to 
counteract the drug’s side effects. Now a 
senator (and presidential hopeful), Eddie 
offers Brian the antidote he created in return 
for Brian’s willingness to do his bidding. But in 
lieu of having Cooper appear in every episode 
(the actor exec-produces the series and has 
promised he’ll turn up again), the show will 
introduce a man named Sands (Colin Salmon), 
who will keep a close eye on Brian. “Brian has 
a number of masters,” Sweeny says. “He’ll be 
drawn into the larger events. Who knows 
about NZT? Who’s using NZT? Where does it 
come from, what are the different agendas, and 
who’s trying to control it?” 

Brian’s introduction to the drug is easier to 
explain. A rock-star wannabe, he’s given the 
pill by a friend who’s trying to lift his spirits. In 
the process, he inadvertently becomes a sus- 
pect in a murder investigation and has to help 
FBI agent Rebecca Harris (Jennifer Carpenter) 
track down the real perp, which leads to a 
longer professional relationship between the 
two that sets up the show’s procedural spine. 
“Even though it may not look like the wisest 
decision, she’ll see it through,” Carpenter says. 

With all those sides of Brian to play and the 
fact that Cooper personally recommended 
McDorman for the part — the two worked 
together in 2014’s Ameriean Sniper — could the 
actor be feeling the pressure? Not at all, he 
says. “I’ve got enough to think about. I have to 
sound like a genius on a daily basis!” If only 
there were some NZT lying around. —SHIRLEY Li

Danny Strong from behind the monitors. It’s a humid Monday morn- 
ing on the Chieago set of Fox’s gargantuan, soapy hit drama, and 
Strong is helming the fourth episode of the seeond season. The 
always eolorful Cookie Lyon (Taraji P. Henson) is in a police inter- 
rogation room, engaged in a vicious back-and-forth with district 
attorney Roxanne Ford (Tyra Ferrell). Ford wants to take down the 
Lyon family, particularly patriarch Lucious (Terrence Howard), in 
order to further her political aspirations. ‘Tf I give you what you 
need, you gotta let me out tonight,” Cookie pleads. ‘T can’t miss 
another night with my sons. Fve missed too many.” The women 
finally reach an agreement, which leads to Cookie complimenting 
Ford’s weave (something she had earlier compared to yak hair). “And 
I like your wig,” Ford replies with not-so-subtle shade. Ferrell’s deliv- 
ery leads both women to erupt in laughter at the end of the take. 

No show on television is having a better time than Empire. It became 
the biggest and most talked-about network series last winter, with 
astounding ratings growth week 
after week. But it wasn’t just impor- 
tant because of how well it did — it 
also opened up Hollywood’s eyes to 
the value of diversity on screen. 

“Now we have proof that there is 
an audience for black-motivated 
shows or urban-centered dramas,” 

Terrence Howard told EW in June. 

“So it’s tearing up the paradigm. It’s 
allowing more people to come into 
the game that have been told that 
we really didn’t have a place in this 
world yet.” But that also means

more eyes will now be watching Empire this fall to see 
if it can sustain its success. “I think collectively we’ve 
decided not to put any kind of pressure on ourselves, 
just to keep getting better and not get ahead of our- 
selves because of all the hype,” says Henson, who landed 
an Emmy nomination for her performance as the explo- 
sive Lyon matriarch. 

The major difference this year is that there will actu- 
ally be more Empire. Compared with the first season, 
which comprised 12 episodes. Fox has ordered 18 this 
round. Creatively, the producers say it helps to have 
more time to play out the stories. “Moving fast was a lot 
of the fun of the show, but at times we moved too 
quickly,” admits Strong. “So the fact that we have more 
episodes is sort of naturally slowing us down a little bit. 
Although the episodes themselves will still have those 
explosive, crazy Empire moments.” 

The premiere will pick up roughly three months after 
the finale, with Lucious still in jail for Bunkie’s murder. 
“Lucious Lyon in prison is probably a bigger star than he 
is out in the real world, because the prison population 
absolutely reveres him in a very integral way,” says exec- 
utive producer Ilene Chaiken. Meanwhile, middle son 
Jamal (Jussie Smollett) has been installed as the head of 
the family’s record label. Empire, but the job comes with 
its challenges. “Season 1 was hung on that premise of 
‘Who will inherit the throne?”’ says Chaiken. “We identi- 
fied the central story line of season 2 as warring 
kingdoms.” The major battle, of course, will be the hostile 
company takeover led by mother Cookie, younger 
brother Hakeem (Bryshere Y. Gray), older brother Andre 
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CHUCK HODES/FOX (3) 



(Trai Byers), and Lucious’ ex-fiancee Anika (Grace Gealey). The company drama 
bleeds into the family and puts stress on relationships, particularly the previously 
close Gookie and Jamal. Says Smollett, “To Jamal, loyalty is the most important 
thing, and the moment he thinks somebody is disloyal it changes his perspective 
completely” Producers say another big part of the season will be introducing more 
of both Lucious’ and Gookie’s family members. Kelly Rowland will appear in flash- 
backs as Lucious’ mother, who struggles with bipolar disorder. While we Ve already 
met Gookie’s sister Garol (Tasha Smith), Ghaiken says that Gookie’s other rela- 
tives are “troublesome, to say the least.” 

While the show’s focus will stay on the Lyons, season 2 will also feature some bold- 
faced guest stars, including Ghris Rock as an inmate, Ludacris as a prison guard, Adam 
Rodriguez as Gookie’s love interest, and Marisa Tomei as a lesbian businesswoman 
who becomes an important figure in the play for Empire. “She’s an integral part of 
Gookie’s plan and her posse,” says Ghaiken. But perhaps someone who’s not totally 
loyal. Jokes Ghaiken, “This is Empire — can you trust anyone?” 

Of course, music will remain central to the show, with the soundtrack again shep- 
herded by Timbaland. Ne-Yo and Pitbull will contribute tunes this season, and a new 
Latina girl group, discovered by Hakeem, will be added to the mix. But the most antici- 
pated artist dropping by? Go-creator Lee Daniels’ good friend Mariah Garey. Rumors 
of a cameo have been circulating for months; Daniels confirms she’s on board. ‘We’re 
trying to crack the story for her now,” he reveals, saying she’ll likely turn up in the sea- 
son finale. “As with Mariah, she wants it her way, but as with Lee Daniels, I want it my 
way. So it’s the usual back-and-forth with mamacita. We’re very excited about it.” As 
are we — we can only imagine the fur that will fly when Mimi meets Gookie. —TIM STACK

last month affirming that her transition from an Oscar-nominated film 
actress to a TV star on How to Get Away With Murder had been a most 
excellent career move. ‘Tt was from my former assistant, who now 
works with our production company,” recalls Davis. “He called about 
something different and at the end of the conversation said, ‘Oh, by 
the way, congrats on your Emmy nomination!’ I was like, ‘Oh, okay!’” 

But appearing sans makeup and wig while uttering wry, priceless 
gems like “Why is your penis on a dead girl’s phone?” wasn’t the only 
thing that made Davis, as the mighty Annalise Keating, so invaluable 
to the Shondaland legal drama about a law professor and her blindly 
ambitious students.

Kendrick Sampson (Gracepoint) and Matt 
Cohen (90210) are also joining the show, but Nowalk 
wants to keep their parts secret, too. 

Speaking of keeping things under, ahem, wraps — 
Bonnie and Asher will carry on their affair, even though 
Asher worries that the visit he got last season from an 
assistant district attorney about Annalise could put a 
damper on their secret relationship. At least their occa- 
sional romps in the bedroom will offer a lovely diver- 
sion for viewers. “Knowing Pete and Shondaland, if 
there is an opportunity to be shirtless, I probably will 
be,” says McCorry. 

A romantic subplot involving Connor and techie 
hookup Oliver (Conrad Ricamora), which Nowalk initially 
worried viewers would find cliche, could end up offering a 
fresh and real perspective on living with the AIDS virus. 
“Our goal is to treat that in a very realistic and contempo- 
rary way,” Nowalk says of Oliver, who learned at the end 
of the season that he was HIV-positive. “How do you live 
as an HIV-positive gay man with a boyfriend? We take it to 
places I hope that viewers don’t expect coming. Especially 
now that Oliver is a huge security blanket in Connor’s life, 
and a necessary balance to all the murder.” 

The upcoming action has Davis ready to face the new 
season head-on. While the show’s success helped fill up 
her dance card over the summer — besides starring as 
Task Force X head Amanda Waller in the upcoming DC 
superhero drama Suicide Squad, she shot Gustody, a small 
film James Lapine (Into the Woods) wrote and directed — 
Davis is thrilled to reenter the courtroom with her guns

After four tumultuous years 
3f kidnappings, stolen elections, covert agencies, and home-size 
pours of merlot, the star-crossed lovers of D.G. are going legit. 

“I found myself inspired by the idea of what would really happen if 
we let everything change for real," says series creator Shonda Rhimes, 
ho has said that the show's troubled couple couldn't ever truly be 
together. “Now we're in season 5 and I'm thinking. Why not?" laughs 
Rhimes. “I think Olivia has come around. A lot of last season was 
about healing all of her damage and getting her to a place where she 
can see the two of them together.... When we last saw her, she was 
standing on the balcony, and Fitz says to her, ‘What happens now?'

“I'm excited to 
see what happens when Olivia has to 
practice what she preaches," says 
Washington. “She's always said to 
clients, ‘You have to tell the truth,' 
but this relationship was always an 
exception to the rule, which meant 
there was always a disconnect in 
what she believed and how she

affair already include the pride of First Lady Mellie (Bellamy Young) and the 
livelihood of ex-chief of staff Gyrus (Jeff Perry). Both have a bone to pick with 
Fitz after being unceremoniously ejected from the White House, paving the 
way for a possible alignment. 

‘‘Our first episode back is a real kick in the teeth because I think it’s the first 
time Mellie figures out that she’s really alone,” says Young. “She’s burnt so 
many bridges for Fitz and this administration — and it’s similar with Cyrus — so 
for them to be banished from the White House makes them realize they’re like 
turtles without shells. They have nothing because they’ve sold their souls to 
stay where they are. She realizes she has to build something for herself.” 


Fortunately, Mellie has an outlet for all that 
newfound time and freedom: Now that she’s 
a newly elected senator, her presidential run 
will amp up. “Mellie was always supposed to 
be a character you felt could have been presi- 
dent herself and had been stagnated,” 
Rhimes says. But don’t make the compari- 
sons to Hillary Clinton just yet. In ScandaVs 
universe, there are still two years until the 
election, meaning it’s unlikely that mid- 
season will see Mellie in the Oval Office — or 
Fitz out of it. “That’s not the intention, 
although I reserve the right to change my 
mind at any time,” teases Rhimes, adding 
that the writers have been debating whether 
the show will reflect the massive field of 
contenders for the 2016 Republican ticket. 

More real-world hot topics may yet find 
their way into Scandal’s imaginative, chaotic, 
boundary-pushing version of America. 
Rhimes confirms there are “plenty” of recent 
headlines she wants to explore, and she isn’t 
ruling out a follow-up to last season’s criti- 
cally acclaimed episode “The Lawn Chair,” 
which held up a mirror to police brutality 
toward black men. Airing in March amid the 
unrest in Ferguson, Mo., it was the series’ 
most provocative — and important — episode 
to date. ‘We did that because I wanted hope 
and I wanted to be inspirational and opti- 
mistic about the concept of what could be 
possible,” says Rhimes. “The fact that the 
real world has not caught up with that con- 
cept is heartbreaking.” She continues, 
“Maybe we’ll come up with another episode. 
I like that we can influence. I like that we are 
part of the conversation.” 

It’s the strange power of Scandal It can 
simultaneously dish out painful truths that 
hit close to home while delivering outrageous 
plot twists unimaginable even in a Capitol 
Hill fever dream. Perhaps that’s why, despite 
being snubbed by the Emmys this year, the 
series rates as one of the most discussed 
shows on social media (it averaged 291,000 
tweets per episode last season). 

“It just astounds me that in season 5, our 
writers can still do it,” says Washington. 
“[The way] the first episode this season 
ends is so shocking, and I was like, ‘Ohhh, 
it’s gonna be that kind of season!”’

But apart from the raeism of that 
time, Thaokery knows that if 
Edwards is ever going to aohieve 
anything, he's going to have to be 
very, very thiok-skinned. But Thaok- 
ery gives everybody a hard time.

Do you find playing a character 
as damaged and flawed as 
Thackery difficult? 

It's both a blessing and hard 
work, espeoially sinoe we didn't 
shoot the show episodioally.

I had to have a big graph 
on the wall that was just the drug 
intake alone. In this scene he's 
just taken drugs, in this scene 
he needs drugs, eto.

Nothing oomes easy 
to that oharaoter, so the aoting 
doesn't oome easy either. 

Have you been as rigorous in 
filming season 2?

We sat down with the show’s stars Peter Capaldi and 
Jenna Coleman to discuss their experience scurrying 
around the universe for another year.

You are filming your second season together. 
How's the working relationship now? 

PETER CAPALDI Us personally? [Sighs and rolls eyes] I 
can barely stand to be here with her. 

JENNA COLEMAN I knew it! 

CAPALDI Jenna’s fabulous. I always like when we get 
back to the TARDIS and it’s just us. We have huge 
adventures where gigantic things have happened, but 
personally I’m always most pleased when we are doing 
our stuff in the TARDIS. 

So at this point have you fiddled with all the 
various buttons and levers? 

COLEMAN I have. Peter has a system and a method. I like 
to press things, and Peter looks very disapprovingly at me. 
CAPALDI I’m like, “Get your hand off of that! That’s 
not what that one does!” I thought it was important 
to have a logic to the switches, so I 
worked out a rough geography of 
what each one does. 

Would you ever ask Jenna, 

"How did the last guy do it?" Or 
is that like asking about an ex? 

CAPALDI Pshaw! I’d never ask how 
to work the TARDIS. Ever. Never’d 
need to. 

What does season 9 look like 
for Clara and the Doctor? 

COLEMAN They’ve become adrena- 
line junkies. Especially Clara. She 
doesn’t fear her own mortality in the 


same way anymore, so with that reckless abandon comes 
quite a lot of danger. Especially when you have two 
similar minds without the person to say, “You guys...” 
CAPALDI You only live once, even if you’re 2,500 years 
old. So grab it and embrace it and hold it tight, because 
it’s dark outside. 

COLEMAN Scottish doom! 

CAPALDI She says I’m full of Scottish doom. 

You two have run afoul of a number of intergalac- 
tic nasties. Any favorites from last season or this? 
CAPALDI I think Daleks are still great. But when you see 
them actually come together — I hope I won’t destroy an 
of your illusions but there’s a man inside the Dalek, and 
there’s another man doing the voice, and another operat- 
ing the lights and stuff. So when you meet them, you kind 
of wish they hadn’t introduced themselves. It breaks the 
spell. But then the first time they all worked together, I 
was like, ‘Wow. I’m actually talking to a Dalek.” And then 
it bashes into a wall when it tries to go through a door. 
COLEMAN I tend to like the slow-boil ones, like the 
Whisper Men or the Silence. The scarier ones don’t need 
to go fast because they know they’ll get you eventually. 
CAPALDI There’s one in this new season that’s ve 
good. Very scary. 

COLEMAN We also have Vikings this year. 

CAPALDI I came into work one day on my day off... 
COLEMAN He does that a lot. 

CAPALDI ...and she was in a space suit standing on a 
spaceship with a bunch of confused-looking Vikings. 
I had no idea what was going on. 

COLEMAN I had it under control. 

Your Doctor's costume has fewer accoutrements 
than previous incarnations. Does your look stay 
the same this season? 

CAPALDI It softens up a bit because he’s having a bit more 
fun. Sometimes he’s very buttoned-up, then in othe 
episodes he’s really louche and loose, so I try to fit the 
costume to the tone of the episodes. But I wanted it stark. 
I like the man in black. I’m always classically drawn to, 
you know, Johnny Gash, Roy Orbison...Gount Dracula. 
So no ascot or face tattoo? 

CAPALDI What about a Doctor Who cummerbund? 
Any time periods you're dying to visit? 

CAPALDI I’d like the Doctor to meet Jimi Hendrix. Or 
have some sort of rock episode. Maybe a monste' 
arrives on Earth in the Reeperbahn with the Beatles, 
and the Doctor has to track it through different musical 
periods. Obviously Ziggy Stardust and the Spiders from 
Mars could be on the forefront of an alien invasion. 
COLEMAN They’re actual spiders from Mars. 

CAPALDI I’ve had enough space opera, let’s get some 
rock opera in there.

WHAT IF THE NAZIS AND THE AXIS POWERS 

had won World War II? What if they’d con- 
quered the United States? And what if, after 
nearly two decades of occupation, patrio- 
tism meant saluting the swastika or the 
rising sun instead of the Stars and Stripes? 

What would a fascist America look like? 

Like Amazon’s chilling new thriller The 
Man in the High Castle, it turns out. In the 
world of High Castle, mere hints of treason are 
punishable by death, disappearances aren’t 
out of the ordinary, and newspapers, films, 
and even game shows are immersed in 
propaganda. That’s because the series, an 
adaptation of the Philip K. Dick novel of the 
same name, begins in 1962, and the country 
has been divided into three zones: the 
German-occupied East called the Greater 
Nazi Reich, the Japanese-held West called the 
Japanese Pacific States, and a neutral zone 
between them. Within this imposing setting, 
three main characters become caught in the 
German-Japanese-American tensions. One is 
Joe Blake (Luke Kleintank), a seemingly 
ordinary New Yorker who joins the under- 
ground resistance movement and heads west 
on a mysterious mission in the neutral zone. 
Over in the West, the Japanese official 
Nobusuke Tagomi (Gary-Hiroyuki Tagawa) is 
dealing with spies to keep the growing Gold 
War-like tensions between Germany and 
Japan in check. And then there’s Juliana Grain 
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(Alexa Davalos), a woman who tries to live the best life she can under 
Japanese rule in San Francisco until her half sister, working with the 
Resistance, gives her a newsreel created by “The Man in the High 
Castle.” The film shows the Allies winning the war — footage that 
suggests that either the Axis powers lied and they didn’t win, or there’s 
something larger at play: an alternate-world reality, or an unknown 
matter that hints at science fiction. 

Got all that? With such a tricky plot, it’s no wonder it took more 
than 30 years for Dick’s story to make the trip from page to screen. 
The author first put the idea into executive producer Ridley Scott’s 
head in the early ’80s, back when Scott was directing Blade Runner, 


the film adaptation of Dick’s Do Androids Dream ofEleetrie 
Sheep? Scott invited Dick to see the opening shots of 
futuristic Los Angeles, but when Dick watched the 
footage, he asked if Scott had adapted the wrong book. 

“He said, ‘Have you read The Man in the High Castle?’ 
And I said I hadn’t,” Scott says. “He said, ‘Good lord, this 
seems to be very derived from High Castle’” 

Dick had a point. That novel shared characteristics with 
what Scott had envisioned for Blade Runner, from the 
totalitarian setting to the city streets drenched in glaring 
neon signs. Scott decided to take on High Castle, but it 
took years before the adaptation 
finally found a home — and a show- 
runner in Frank Spotnitz. Yet despite 
his experience writing for TheX-Files, 
Spotnitz struggled to fit everything 
into an hour-long drama. “I was 
afraid to touch it,” he admits. “I was 
like, ‘I love this book, but it’s not a 
TV show. What am I going to do?”’ 

His answer: Deviate from the 
book. He’s cut scenes and characters 
and added others, including a 
mysterious German officer (Rufus 
Sewell). ‘We depart from the novel, 
but we only did it to try to be more 
faithful to the ideas, to try and find 
ways to dramatize them more 
clearly,” Spotnitz explains. 

The success of adapting High 
Castle also hinged on whether the

New York City never 
takes center stage in 
the novel, but the

THE BILLBOARDS 
Boughton and his 
team designed each 
of the nearly 40 
billboards in the 
scene.

"There was some 
early concept art 
done that showed 
ads for beer and 
sausage and pretzels, 
and I thought. 


'That's not the point,"' 
he says. "I wanted 
those billboards to 
reflect a society 
where agriculture 
and industry are the 
driving economic 
ideologies." 

THEATER MARQUEE 
Rock Hudson and 
June Allyson star in 
The Punch Party, 
meant to sound like a 
sequel to The Punch 
Bowl, the 1944 film 
that became a 
popular comedy in 
Nazi Germany. 

"We used actors like 
Rock Hudson who 
would have survived 
a transition to Nazi 
America," Semel says.

"Typically what an 
invading country tends 
to do is give deference 
to the conquered 
country. So we made 
an amalgamation 
of a Nazi armband 
and the American 
flag," Semel says. As 
Boughton explains, 
"The more familiar it is, 
the more terrifying it 
is." The director says 
being meticulous was 
necessary. "Because 
it's streaming and 
available to people to 
watch over and over 
again, we just wanted 
to make sure that what 
they did see stood 
up to that scrutiny." 


series’ producers could build the 
ominous world Dick had envisioned 
while making it seem real. They did. 
A glimpse at an occupied USA is 
both chilling and breathtaking: The 
opening credits, set to “Edelweiss,” 
show war footage of the Allied 
troops losing, as projected onto 
Mount Rushmore and the Statue of 
Liberty. And nearly every shot is 
steeped in German and Japanese 
symbols. Swastikas can be seen on 
license plates, flags, and payphones; 
the rising sun decorates billboards, 
banners, and uniforms. 

“It’s a dark world, because 
obviously, the fascist forces have 
won,” Spotnitz says. “But it’s not 
without hope.” Because in the end, 
even alternate histories can be 
changed.
